ave a majority in Congress, as to making a 


man a slave, Avaunt! Stand ofl ' You can 
not dp it' [Great applause.] Under that Con- 
stitution we look for liberty; we look for ita 
protection; and, Sir, tbe moment that the slave- 
holder goes from the Stato where the local 
law sanctions Slavery, with his slaves, into tlie 
territory of the United Staten, there the juris- 
diction of that law ends; there the jurisdiction 
of thu Constitution begins—aud his slu\e is 
tree 
£Grent applause.] Does tbe Constitu- 


tion of the United States ratify the slave laws 
of 8unth Carolina in tbe territory of the United 
States ? Can an owner of slaves go there aud 
hold them in bondage under tbe jurisdiction ot 
bis local law? No! And I wondered long 
that the zealous meu of our country on thiv 
subject, the moment a planter wont into the 
territory of the United States with his slave*, 
did not take action for their emancipation — 
Were such an action brought, I belio\e that 
the Court would free them at ouce, for there 
is nothing in the Constitution by which they 
could neud one of them back to Slavery They 
are freemen in a free land. There in'a word 
—"Nothing that delileth shall enter;'' ami so 
there is a land into which Slavery comes not, 
lives not, dies, and dies of the \er> purity of 
the atmosphere which it attempts t« breath — 
[.Loud applause.] 


Sir, I honestly believe that the great politi- 


cal project is cither, by extending Slavery into 
the territory and thus multiplying the slave 
States to increase the slave power in the Na- 
tional Government, or if that fail by the course 
the North should or ought to take, then go for 
a southern coufedernuy 
All possible plaiifu- 


bility must be given to the doctrine that the 
Constitution of tho United States nationalizes 
Slavery. They are trj ing to brine Cungreim to 
say that- But 110, Sir; the North will!never 
come to that, I trust 
Whatever may lie tho 


consequmue, whatever it may be neci-Baary to 
do, it will never submit to the idea that thu 
southern States have, under that Constitution, 
a right to take a slave into one inch ofterritorv 
over the line, uud hold him there as a sliu e. I 
have my own opinions on this question. I am 
not a lawyer, (as another gentleman 1ms uuid ) 
Still lhave got my opinions from studying the 
Constitution, anil my doctrine in two-fold .First, 
that Congress, under the Constitution, haspon- 
to say that no man shall go with slaves into the 
territory of Uncle Sam. 
Stay out1 You aic 


not to go there. [Laughter and applaiiHp ] An- 
other doctrine is, that under tho Constitution, 
Congress has right to any not Another slavphold- 
ing State shall eomo into the Union ' [Great 
applause.] It they press us hard upon tli IB sub- 
ject we will say it; wn will say both 
[Ap- 


plause.] And I think then we will do what we 
say. [Great applause.] It ia best to br unit- 
ed; it in wist1 to let by-jforicd ba ky-froncit; 
Whig, Democrat, Abolitionist, Freu-Soih-r, 
throw it all to tho wind, and go HK one man for 
Freedom under the Constitution of the United 
States; that is our remedy. [Enthusiastic :ip- 
plause.] Lord Ch.ithum said the army was 
the thunder of the Crown 
I say, union "is the 


thunder of the North. Let them hear it—see 
Jt they dissolve the Union' I should hf—Sir, 
I am, a Union man; I go for union; I will say 
to the North, don't do uu act that It-mis to dis- 
union; if that is to come, let thu South liuvethe 
responsibility. If, in the course of duty, you put 
them in a position in which they think 'it wise 
and expedient to dUsolve tho Union, let them 
doit; wo are utrong enough to stand on our 
own fret. We have the stick in our own hands, 
and will use it. [Laughter and applaune.] 


I know uo conceivable remedy but one; that 


is, that the North unite as one man, lay aside 
all differences for tbe protection of tbe "Consti- 
tution, of the territory against Slavery, and for 
the exclusion of every slave State iu future from 
tbe Union. [Great npplanse ] 1 said I loved 
my country; it is the glory of all lands; how 
long it will continue such i* not to be 'foreseen 
by as 
If this disunion conies, ami with it civ- 


il war, and I should not be too old, I suppose I 
could change my garment and put on a red 
coat. [Great applause.] At any rate I could ( 
feel deeply on the subject, and 1 could and will | 
go with my prayers and my tears to the throne ' 
of Him who could help to save and bless this 
land. And if it was then necessary, and I had 
the strength, I wonld go and battle for my coun- 
try, as you all would. And when wo old meu 
are dead, if you who are young, behold your 
country in a state of anarchy and wild confusion, 
and we have the happiness to obtain a better 
world, we will take our golden censors full of 
odors, and the saints and angels will come up 
to the throne of the Lamb to ask His blessing 
on the land, that he will make it again the glo- 
ry of all lands 
[Enthusiastic and renewed ap- 
plause. 


Prof Silliman said: 
What are we to do 1 All our first efforts 


here are peaceable—they are made at the bal- 
lot box; when the time conies to finish the ca- 
reer of men who have betrayed year interest, 
let it be finished forever. Let our only party 
be a party for liberty. Repeal will come by 
and by; but if not, what then? Heaven only 
knows! But this is to be resisted at all events. 
Dissolution of tbe Union alwaya seemed to me 
wild talk; bnt the Union will be dissolved if 
this thing be done, and they will do it. I feel 
in all kindness to tbe South—but, should the 
necessity arise, I feel like my friend, Dr. Tay- 
lor, that I could take my part in the contest.— 
[Load applaase.] 


These men express the religious sentiment 


of the North. We aay, with them, perish all 
party names. Henceforth let there h« but one 
party—the party of the Conatitution and of 
Freedom.
